Dr. W. Rursoll Bowie, rector « 
famous Grace Episcopal Church ; 

New York, announces that hereoft 
persons who desire to be married i r 
his parish must sign a special pledg 
The prenuptial agreement upo 
whidh Dr. Bowie will insist reads: 

In requesting to be married ac 
cording to the rites of the Christia 
church as set forth in the Book o* 
Common Prayer. 

We express our purpose to enter o 
life-long union of mutual faithfulness 
and devotion; 

We recognize that marriage can be 
permanently happy and enriching 
only through the cultivation of those 
qualities of self-control, forbearance 
and unselfish love which religious 
Ideal* can help to create; 

And, therefore, for our own sakes 
and for the sake of the home w’hich 1 
we hope to establish, we will seek to • 
associate ourselves for w’orship and < 
fellowship with some Christian t 
church in the community where w’e < 
reside. 

Ttie Protestant Episcopal Church, i 
f>f which Dr. Bowie is a clergyman, 
has a special commission studying 
the problem of divorce. So has the 
Presbyterian Church. So have sev¬ 
eral other important denominations. 
And many communions that are not 
giving the question special study ad¬ 
mit that it is causing them grave 
misgiving. 

But- one obvious shortcoming of 
most of the approaches to this fues- 
tion is that they try to tackle it at 
the wrong end. What, they ask in 
♦•Hf-ence is to be done w|ien a marriage 
goes on the rocksi On what basis- 
can a man and woman be urged to go 
on living together, even after they 
have lost a)l regard for each other? 
O:*. if separation occurs, what then? 

Dr. Bowie’s proposal is much wiser 
and better calculated to reduce the 
^igta percentage of divorces. It seeks 
to enjoin on those entering into mar¬ 
riage some adequate sense of the 
seriousness of that relationship. It 
does this by tying up the participants 
with an institution which, exper¬ 
ience has shown, can foster and con¬ 
serve ttie traits of character which 
make for enduring marriage. Dr. 
Bowie would probably be the first to 
disclaim that, by the taking of any 
such pledge, all chances of marital 
fhipwreck can be avoided. But cer¬ 
tainly this initial safeguard against 
a thoughtless rushing into marriage 
ii bound to increase its solemnity, 
and thu3 its security. — Christian 
Science Monitor. 

200 APPLICATIONS FOR 
BROADCASTING 

Ottawa, Ont. May 21; (Special to 
the Recorder)— Over twj hundred 
applications for broadcasting have 
been submitted to the Depalment of 
marines, which department has charge 
of the radio service. The great major¬ 
ity of these will likely be held in ab¬ 
eyance until after the general elect¬ 
ions, it has been intimated by depart¬ 
ment officials. Some of the more ex¬ 
tensive projects may be authorized 
but the others will have, to wait. 

One of .^ie applications which may 
be .panted very soon is one from the I 
Canadian Pacific Railway for permiss ' 
ion to erect three high power broad- I 
casting stations, one in Mont.eal, one i 
in Toronto and one in Western Can- 1 
ada, at a point to be selected later.

A revelation of the wide rang} 
and high quality or manufactured 
products centering in the twia 
cities of Fort Willium and Port Ar¬ 
thur was commented on by visitors 
to the “Home Industry Exhibition,” 
held at the former city recently.

HEART DISEAS1

The heart is a muscle organ wli'ch 
as a pump, sending th 2 blood to all 
ports of the body. The blood must 
reach all parts because it carries the 
nutrition upon which depends the 
very life of each part. If the heart is 
damaged, the result is heart disease. 
Depending upon the nature and ex¬ 
tent of the damage, the heart is cor¬ 
responding unable to carry out its 
work. 

The heart muscle may bedamaged 
as the result of infection. The poisions 
given off by germs are veiy apt to 
cause injuries to the heart muscles. 
Rheumatic fever, syphilis, diptheria 
ad scarlet fever are the principal dis¬ 
eases in hich the heart is damaged by 
the poisons of the germs which cause 
them. 

Another form of infection which is 
frequently responsible for heart dis¬ 
ease i3 that wh'ch is caured by ton¬ 
sillitis and diseased teeth In such 
cases, there is a focus of infection in 
tonsils or teeth where poirons are 
produced by the germs living at the 
focus, and such poisons, when carried 
in the blood stream, may damage the 
heart. 

Acute rheumatism is the chief cause 
of heart disease in early life. The spec 
ific cause o rheumatism is not known. 
It should be understood that growing 
pains, tons'llitis, chorea and St. Vitus 
Dance are evidence of rheumatism In 
children. 

The prevention of heart disease be¬ 
gins with the maintainance of physic *1 
fitness by proper food, fresh air. sun¬ 
shine, rest and play. A clean mouth, 
which means regular dental care, and 
the treatment or removal of diseased 
teeth; the treatment, or removal, if 
necessary, of diseased tonsils; prompt 
attention to tonsillitis or sore throat 
growing pains, or painful joints, chor 
ea or St. Viteus’ Dance are all essent 
ials as are the prevention of diptheria 
by immunization at an early age, pro 
tection against the communicable dis 
eases and proper care of these, if con 
aracted, with particular supervision 
during the convalescence. 

As the individual grows older, care 
should be taken to avoid those condi¬ 
tions which, although not direct cause 
do predispose the heart to damage or 
to the breakdown of a heart already 
somewhat damaged. Such conditions 
are excesses of any k nd, whether in 
food or drink, or in the manner of 
life. Too little or to much exercise, 
lack of rest, over-eating and worry 
are some of the factors which contrib 
ute to the incidence of heart disease. 
When heart disease is detected early 
and the individual is able and willing 
to adjust his life t 0 the capacity of a 
weakened organ, he very frequently 
outlives his friends because of the re¬ 
asonable care which he gives himself.

Alberta led the western provinces 
in the number of successful farm 
placements made in 1929 by the 
Canada Colonization Association 
when a total of 427 families were 
settled on 50,803 acres, said W. R.
